Albert Willoughby (26), Roebuck Castle 
Cottage, Donnybrook, gardener, was charged 
with unlawfully presenting a sporting rifle at 
Norman €.

JUDICIAL POWERS 


Mr. Justice Johnston said that the Courts 
were very jealous of any powers of this 
kind. Supposing such a power were given 
to a company or to a public official of the 
company and that the sheriff were authorised, 
empowered or directed to distrain on such an 
amount of the goods of the debtor as would 
satisfy the amount of the warrant, would 
not that be an extraordinary state of affairs 
Would it not be an exercise of the judicial 
powers ? 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the judges, as 
custodians of the judicial power of the State, 
would see. that every man got his legal 
rights. That was the value of the judicial 
powers, to see that nothing could be done 
to any man cnó what was authorised by 
law. If Mr. Halpin had not got his legal 
rights, he had the Court in which to seek 
redress. 

It was now intimated that Mr. Colum 
O Murchadha, Clerk of the Dail, had arrived, 
and he was re-examined by Mr. Overend. He 
said that he was the official keeper of the 
records of the Dail. Mr. Moynihan had re- 
ceived from him copy of a document for the 
Governor-General’s assent, and subsequently, 
after the assent was given, Mr. Moynihan re- 
turned it to him Hé could not there verify 
the date given by Mr. Moynihan, of the re- 
turn, 16th October.

ORTY-EIGHT pleughmen took part in 
F the fifth inter-county loughing cham- 
pionsnip, which took place at the Race- 
course.

SPRING WHEAT! 


GROWING 


SUITABLE _NEW 
VARIETIES 


PLANT BREEDING 
IN DUBLIN 


T would be regrettable ‘f the increased 
| area to be sown to wheat was gained 
solely at the expense of oats and barley, 
and not mainly as the result of an increase: 
area under the plough ‘This statement was 
made by Mr M Uaffrey, Lecturer in Plant 
Breeding, University College, Dublin, in a 
broadcast an “Spring Wheat” from 2RN. 
Hitherto, he said, wheat has been almost 
exclusively an autumn sown crop. A small 
area of spring wheat was sown, chiefly in 
certain districts in the counties of Carlow and 
Wextord, where che soil is deep, rich and 
well drained. On ordinary soils, subject to 
waterlogging during ‘the winter, wheat is 
best sown as a sprite crop. Spring wheat 
can be grown on as wide a range of soils 
as spring oats or barley, and will give an 
even vigorous braird, provided that the seed 
is sound and of good germinating quality. 
The argument that wheat exhausts the soil 
more than any other crop has no foundation. 
As regards its suitability for milling and 
baking: purposes, no deterioration may 
expected from the general adoption of spring 
wheat cultivation. 


GOOD NEW VARIETIES 


Referring to experiments in spring wheat- 
growing conducted at the Albert College, 


the pure lines and hybrids raised by the 
plant-breeding department, University College, 
Dublin, were superior to all the imported 
varieties in vigour of growth and in yielding 
capacity. The most promising were two 
derivatives from a cross between April Red 
and Ironmaster, and a special single plant 
selection from. April Red. These three varieties 
in addition to giving a high yield of grain 
were very resistant to yellow rust attack. 
Another promising form superior to all others 
in strength. of straw was a derivative from 
a cross between April Red and Crown, but 
this particuiat hybrid is comparatively late 
in ripening, and would require to be sown 
pet later than the end of March. 

Summing up the experience gained from the 
observation of these experimenial plots, it 
weuld appear that the following varieties 
merit further tests on a larger scale and under 
a wider range of soil and climatic conditions: 
Marquis, Diamant, April Red, and Ironmaster 
(two hybrids), and April Red and Crown. 
Farmers who would like to try Marquis this 
year may be interested to know that Manitobs 
wheat, which any miller could supply, con- 
tains from 85-100 per cent. of Marquis. 


NOT A SPRING WHEAT 


It is desirable on this occasion to make a 
reference, for the guidance of farmers, to Red 
Marvel. This is a very popular variety, and, 
under the conditions scovaliing te the Saorstat, 
is very prolific. There are, however; two 
rather serious objections to the extensive use 
of this wheat in this country at present. In 
the first place it is not a true spring variety. 
It takes a long time to complete its vegetative

TWENTY-FIVE FOOTBALL 
FANS STRANDED 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


LIVERPOOL, Wednesday. 

The exploits of a party of twenty-five 
Irish football enthusiasts who stowed away 
on a Liverpool-bound boat to see the inter- 
national match between England and 
Ireland at Goodison Park, Liverpool, were 
revealed today by an official of a public 
assistance institution at Liverpool. With 
only sevenpence between the lot of them, 
the men, mostly farm labourers, managed 
to get to Belfast, where they boarded the 
night boat to Liverpool undetected. They 
whiled away their time playing cards in 
the luggage hold, and on arrival at Liver- 
pool again managed to escape the notice 
of the crew and landing officials. The 
party next set out to “‘gate-crash”’ the 
ground at Everton, but it was not until 
three minutes from the end of the match. 
when the gates were opened for spectators 
to come out, that they got into the ground. 
Coupled with disappointment at their 
country’s defeat was the fact that thev 
had no money between them, and had 


nothing to eat for several hours. They 
tried to stow away again, but failed, and 
eventually they went to a public assistance 
institution, where tuey told their story. 
They were fed and boarded for the night, 
and next day received four meals before 
being sent home. All this has cost the 
ratepayers of Liverpool £20.

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STONE-AGE DISCOVERIES 


A oe 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The possibility of an ancient shipbuilding 
industry in County Antrim during the Stone 
Age, about five thousand years ago, was one 
of the interesting speculations put forward 
by Mr. Blake Welan, M.A., the Ulster 
archeologist, in a broadcast talk from the 
Belfast Station to-night on “The First 
Ulstermen.”’ 

‘*Some eighteen months ago,” he said, “I 
conducted an excavation on Rathlin Island, 
off North Antrim, at the request of the Har- 
vard University Archeological Mission. We 
brought to light the oldest fire-places and the 
oldest cooking pottery yet found in Ireland, 
together with a veritable pre-historic work- 
shop, containing over a hundred stone tools 
of almost every description. Three Stone 
Age stations of first-class importance, and 
one at least of European significance, were 
exhaustively examined, One of these was on 
the Co. Derry bank of the Lower River Bann 
at New Ferry. 

They then turned their attention to the 
County Antrim coast and an earlier pre- 
historic settlement which had heen discovered 
some years ago upon Lord Antrim’s property 
at. Glenarm, 

This Stone Age site was probably the 

ds of cleverly- 
fashioned flint tools had already been found 
there, and their great variety reflects very 
clearly the manifold purpose of an adaptable 
and progressive community 

“They were cerlainly wood-workers, and 
it seems exceedingly likely that. these ancient 
craftsmen, with their tool-kits of rude stone 
implements, were able to build boats capable 
of sustaining sea passages of no mean order.’’

Lord Snaiiden and Ireland 


Is Ireland responsible for moulding one 
of the most forcible figures in post-War 
British politics?

Indeed, the ex-Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, with his cold,

village school of Inkornshaw.. There he

continues: “ We used welkthumhed little. 


black arithmetic books 'publbhed by 
Thom's, of Dublin”; the books were so 
long used “‘ that the lesson bécame not a 
reading lesson, but a recitation. we knew by 
heart” We may not be far wrong in 
therefore thinking oí Lord Snowden as a 
Dublin-made Chancellor. And truth in 
advertising need not unduly blush if the 
firm concerned announced: “ Buy our 
books of arithmetic and become Chancellor 
of the Exchequer !’’ However, Ireland can 
undoubtedly claim the first part in making 
a statesman who steadied British finance 
through the shuffles of War reparations. 


Ghe Grand National 


At this stage the race for the Grand 
National Jooks as if it may develop into « 
three-horse race. Golder Miller, Dela 
neige and Thomond II., who finished first, 
second and third in last year’s event, 
stand out on their own. Very good judges 
are chary about admitting the possibility 
of Golden Miller’s winning it again this 


year, because they say that no horse has 
ever yet won the Grand National twice 
in succession. Horses have, they say, won 
the race twice with a year intervening, 
Now, 1 must set these good peo le’s mind 
at rest on this head.

Just to show that I am 
not forgetting it, I may mention that 
Golden Miller will carry 12st. 7lb. this 
‘ime. Incidentally two years from now 
the Grand National will have reached its 
century ; for it was first run in 1837. over 
the Maghull course, when it Was won by 
The Duke. Will there be a centenary 
celebration in 1937, I wonder? If so, we 
can al! go over! 


“ Uaniloquent Uapidity ” 


I am indebted to my friend, Major J. H. 
Waller, for a delightful specimen of 
political irony. Prompted thereto by the 
recent platform performances of the 
candidates who sought the suffrages of 
15,000 voters for 37 vacancies in the parlia- 
menta of Southern Rhodesia, a young Free 
State Colonist—M. de V. Pennefather— 
tendered the following advice in the local 
Press :— 

‘ Politicians, when promulgating their 
esoteric cogitations or articulating their 
superficial sentimentalities and amicable, 
philosophical, or pyschological observa- 
tions, should beware of platitudinous 
ponderosity. Their conversational and 
caligraphic communications should possess 
clarified coneiseness, a compacted compre- 
hensibleness, coalescent consistency and a 
concatenated cogency. Flatulent garrulity, 
jejune verbosity and affectation, should be 
eschewed. Their extemporaneous descant- 
ings and wunpremeditated expatiations 
should have intelligibility coupled with 
veracious vivacity without rodomontade or 
thrasonical bombast. Polysyllabic  pro- 
fundity, pompous prolixity, psittacious 
vacuity and vaniloquent vapidity should 
be sedulously avoided and all ambiguity 
or prurient jocosity should be shunned, 
In other words, politicians should know 
what they mean, mean what they say, and 
gay it in as few words as possible. Who 
benefits by the gush? Possibly only the 
successful candidate who has the doubtful 
satisfaction of knowing that he has said 
a great deal about very little and will 
have ample. opportunity of saying much 
more about still less.” 

One can only wonder what our Press 
Gallery representatives would feel like if, 
hy any means, Mr. Pennefather transferred 
his allegiance to the Saorstat and vented 
his ‘‘ veracious vivacity ’’ in the sacred 
precincts of Dail Eireann!

My standpoint, however, is not that of 
an historian or politician, but simply that of 
a business man and realist. There exists, 
in and near Dublin, a considerable variety in 
the nature of landlords’ holdings, and it 
would be interesting to know upon what 
principles Mr. Harvey would discriminate 
were he empowered to legislate for the 
following cases, which are given as 
examples :— 

(1) Bland and Company, a firm of estate 
developers, building middle-class houses, who 
bought their property recently from another 
firm of estate developers, who fifteen years 
previously bought the property from Lord Z, 
whose ancestors were among the early 
Norman invaders, 

(2) Mr. Bildanhope, a speculative builder, 
who has taken a lease of land from a tenant 
of the Land Commission, who had acquired 
the same from the descendant of an Irish 
‘chieftain. 

(3) Mr. Con Crete, who has taken a lease 
of land for building small middle-class houses 
from the holder of a fee-farm grant, the rent 
reserved in the fee-farm grant being payable 
to the descendant of some obscure Elizabethan 
Army officer. 

(4) Messrs. A. B., Limited, (capital Irish- 
owned), who have leased land from the Cor- 
poration and spent £3,000 on estate roads. 

Supposing for a moment, however, that the 
nation should decide that revenge for the acts 
of Queen Bess should at last be achieved by 
reducing the rents accruing to the descendants 
of her hostile hirelings, then I think it would 
be necessary to set up some form of inquisi- 
tion to search into the history of the title 
to the property of every landlord in the 
country. Would there be preferential treat- 
ment for early Normans and a sliding scale 
to deal with cases of inter-marriage ? 


Mr. Harvey writes that a sum of six 
million pounds annually is exported to 
absentee landlords. He does not state his 


authority for that figure. As against this it 
may be noted that a sum of eleven million 
pounds annually is imported into Ireland, to 
be spent there by people who might pre- 
sumably be described from the British point 
of view as absentee rentiers. 

In conclusion, I should like to point out 
that in some countries where leaseholders’ 
associations do not exist as a menace to 
credit, it is possible to obtain large sums of 
money at very low rates of interest to assist 
leaseholders in purchasing their holdings, 
whereas in this country capital for this pur- 
pose is obtainable only at relatively high 
rates of interest.—Yours, etc. ;

COMMUNISM 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH] TIMES. 

Sik,—l agree’ with what your correspon 
dent, Mr. William O'Malley, says in your 
issue of February 11. Absolute Communism 
is impracticable and undesirable: but. not 
because it is of the devil and anti-Christian. 
but because human nature as it is at present 
is not Christian enough to bear it. It was 
possible for a short time in the primitive 
Church for two reasons—an extraordinary 
outburst of religious fervour and. brotherly 
love, and the belief that the end of the 
present order of the world was close at hand. 
lf we to-day could experience the same condi. 
tions we all would be Communists. Here is 
another argument, which I make a present 
of to the hardly-treated Irish Communists. 
Nearly all of the Religious Orders in the 
Christian Church make Communism 
their fundamental principles. No individual 
is allowed to own private property: they 
have all things common, The system certainly 
works well; for the result generally is that 
such Orders amass so much wealth, vor- 
porally, as to excite the envy and greed ot 
outsiders, and to lead to the confiscation of 
their corporate property. Here in Ireland 
to-day the owners of large estates with huge 
mansions ate compelled to part with them 
for various. economic Feasons; but who is 
able to buy them? Almost exclusively the 
Religious Orders. Otherwise, the demesne is 
divided into farms, and the mansion goes to 
ruin, 

Communism in land was the custom in 
Ireland up to the twelfth century. The 
people depended mainly on cattle for their 
subsistence. Each head of a family was 
granted, temporarily, a piece of arable land 
for cultivation ; but, as he had no permanent 
security in this land, he expended as little 
labour as possible on it, He was content to 
build a we ao hut of wattles and mud, 
which would Jast for a few years, until he 
was shifted to another place. Why should 
he build a stone honse for his neighbour’ 
Neither would he expend much ishosr in 
draining and fencing his plot. The result 
was that a great part of Ireland was left 
in a State of nature. It was a fine life for a 
young and healthy man, with free grazing 
for his cattle, and free hunting and fishing ; 
but it kept the population at a low level, 
both in numbers and in culture. It was 
the English invaders who gradually changed 
all this. It was the British Parliament, under 
pressure from the Irish Nationalist members, 
which went a step further, and abolished the 
dual interest of landlord and tenant in the 
land, and made the tenant absolute owner in 
perpetuity of his plot of land. 1 wonder if 
any farmers who have purchased their hold. 
ings are Communists with regard to land. 
As-human nature is at present, the man with 
an empty pocket thinks it right that the man 
with a full pocket should share with him : but 
how many men with full pockets are Com. 
munists ? 

_All men are not born equal, Some start 
life with ten talents, some with five, some 
with two, and some with one. And then 
there is the general law of nature, the 
struggle for existepee and the survival of the 
fittest. With all our boasted civilisation and 
culture, have we got very far away from the 
primitive and universal rule: ‘‘ Let him take 
who has the power, and let him keep who 
can.’’—-Yours, etc.,

') commemorate the 250th anniversary of 
Johann Sebastian Bach special festivals 
will be held throughout Germany 

during the present year. he ‘‘ Passion of 
St. Matthew’ will be performed in Berlin 
en 19), in Dresden (April), in Diisseldorf 
April 19), in Munich (April 14) and in many 
other towns. Berlin has planned special per- 
formances of Bach’s works for April 14 and 
18; Diisseldorf will hold a special festival 
week from June 15 to 19, and Munich from 
April 4 to 18. Frankfurt will give an anni 
versary performance on March 8 

It is seldom that one finds an artist with 
a good business head; stil! more rarely does 
one find that they become good husbands and 
fathers. The family lives of. Beethoven and 
Mozart are notorious. ,But there are always 
exceptions. Two of these happened to be the 
famous contemporaries, Handel and Bach, 
whose 250th annivessary is now being cele- 
brated. : 


BACH'S FAMILY 


Bach's family was notable for many gene- 
rations for their deeply ingrained clannish- 
ness. When, after the Reformation, they 
settled, peaceful peasants, in Thuringia, music 
was only a hobby with them. The family, 
however, grew and grew, and numbers of 
them had to leave their rural homes to earn 
their living in so-called ‘‘ free professions,’ 


hated to give up their*rura! 
Members of the Bach family 
were precentors, town heralds, organists and 
such lik: in the sixteenth Ea Their old 
family chronicles tell that they loved to con- 
gregate whenever passible in the same town. 
But this was not always feasible. Once a 
vear, however, in the early autumn, the 
whole family met in Erfurt, Eisenach, 
or Arnstadt. Johann Sebastien Bach 
attended many such meetings. On these 
occasions music was the ruling passion, The 
meeting started off with a choir, sung by 
the assembled family; this was followed by 
serious and merry reports of the lives of the 
different members of the family;. then com- 
positions were periormed, and, finally, there 
were the famous *‘ Quodlibets,” songs with

‘both spiritual and profane texts, which were 


invented freely by the audience and sung to 
tunes of their own composition. A few years 
ago one of these ‘'Quodlibet’’ was found. 
It dated from 1705 and comes from an 
Arnstadt meeting of the Bach family. 


HIS ROMANCE 


In one of these meetings Bach met and 
fell in love with his cousin, Maria Barbara, 
with whom he shared thirteen years of happy 
matrimouy. They had seven children, but 
only three sons and a daughter surviyed— 
Wilhelm Friedemann, Karl Philip Emanuel, 
Johann Gottfried Bernhard ind Katharina 
Dorothea. Maria Barbara’s father had been 
a capable composer, and Bach had a good 
opymion of hi works, Doubtless, the 
daughter contributed to the highly developed 
musical sense of the children. We do not 
know whether she herself took an active part 
in music. Bach has not written any music 
for her. We do not know either whether and 
how many of Bach’s works she copied 
for him Her days were surely fully 
occupied with the bringing up of her 
children, and with the frequent. removals 
to Muelhausen, Weimar and Coethen. 

In Weimar a few pupils joined the family, 
bringing new life into it. Bach was then 
Court-appointed Organist and Concert Master 
His children. had as godparents many im- 
portant personalities of the day, including 
Prince Leopold August and his mother, in 
addition to well known composers 


BARBARA BACH 


Barbara Bach had not an easy life. Her 
husband often lost his temper over the diff- 
culties of dealing with municipalities and 
princes; furthermore, he was _ frequently 
absent in Hamburg. Luebeck, Kassel, Erfurt 
and Letpzig, and his wife had then to take 
over his duties at home. His temper was 
highly irritable, and he brooked no inter. 
ference with his will. An old chronicle quotes 
the following lines concerning his leave from 
Weimar for Coethen :—'' The Court Organist, 


Bach, was arrested on November 6, 1717, 
for his obstinacy in asking for leave on 
December 2. He has, however, now been 
freed, being told that his leave has been

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granted ungraciously.”” Sad days for his wife 
and children! 

The family was happy in Coethen—all the 
greater was the shock of Maria Barbara's 


death, which occurred quite unexpectedly in 
1720. 


A SECOND MARRIAGE 


Eighteen months later Bach married again— 
Anna Magdalena Wuelkens, the daughter of 
a trumpeter who was appointed to the Court 
of Saxony-Weissenfels, The eldest son, Friede- 
mann, and also the twelve-year-old Katharina 
had already begur to take piano lessons with 
their father, while Barbara, their mother, 
was still alive. Bach was a severe teacher, 
especiaily with his own children, who had 
heard nothing but first class music all their 


lives. He studied the subject of teaching 
ceeply, and evolved an elaborate system, 
attaching the greatest importance to the 


practising of a good touch, whrich, he declared, 
needed at least six to twelve months in- 
dividual study. But if his pupils happened to 
he intelligeat he had the utmost patience and 
showed the highest devotion to them. Instead 
of forcing them to do monotonous exercises 
for loosening the fingers he wrote pleasant 
little race to stimulate the pupil. He 
played not only parts of the actually :tudied 
works, but often the whole work, to show his 
pupils how he thought it should be played. 
He also instructed his sons in composition. 


CHAMBER CONCERTS 


Towards the late ‘twenties of the 18th cen- 
tury Bach started his chamber concerts at 
home. He was happy to tell his friend in 
1720, in a letter, that the thing worked very 
well, as his second wife had a beautiful 
soprano voice, and his daughter, too, did 
very well. He wrote that his children were 
‘* born musicians.” 

Famous concerts were given in his home 


at this time Sometimes one, sometimes 
four, pianos were used, and arias, choral 
music and cantatas were performed. The 


School of St. Thomas in Leipzig is spacious, 
and there were many instruments in the 
Bach family; in fact, at this time Bach 
owned no less than six pianos, two clavi- 
chords and nine stringed instruments. 

After the restoration of the St. Thomas 
School twelve rooms were reserved for Bach 
That was in 1732. Toby E. Rosenthal, a 
well-known painter,- has depicted Bach sur- 
rounded by his family at the time of their 
morning prayer. There they are, young 
people and adults, grouped round the clavi- 
chord in the living room, singing a prayer of 
thanksgiving to the Almighty. 


VERY ECONOMICAL 


Bach was very economical in his daily life. 
On two things only he deliberately spent 
money lavishly—on good instruments and on 
journeys with his family, who he frequently 
took on visits to his relatives. These trips 
were quite good publicity for him, because 
he usually met many important people.

In his own home he dispensed hospitality 
on a large scale. Whoever came, so long a: 
he was interested in art and music, was sure 
of a hearty welcome. There were always 
visitors staying in the house. His second 
wife was a charming hostess. There was no 
shortage of money in the house; for the 
second Mrs. Bach continued to receive during 
the first years of her marriage her salary as 
a Court singer, and that sum was almost 
equal to half that earned by Bach himself. 
In Leipzig he received still more. 


There were thirteen children from the 
second marriage: We have no picture of the 
mother, but a few details we have of her 


character claim that she was a very charming 
personality, and that she fitted very well into 
the musician’s house, thanks to her good 
nature and her highly-developed musical 
sense. She was a devoted mother and wife; 
vet, in spite of her large family, she found 
time to help her husband in copying his 
works She marked the different voices for 
his cantata. ‘There is a charming little work 
by her, dealing with the period from 1722 to 
1725, when she was a pupil of Bach at the 
piano, and where she relates us how ‘close a 
contact there was between her and her 
musician husband. 


FAMILY AFFAIRS 


Bach never ceased to take the 
terest in the education of his boys. But his 
marrying his cousin, his first wife. was detri 
mental to the children of that union. The 
close relationship of the parents accentuated 
certain of Bach’s own weak points in the 
children. On the other hand, his strong re 
hgious sense does not seem to havé 
much in evidence in the children, and there 


heen 


were great differences between himself and 
his son Friedemann. Unfortunately, this 
developed into a catastr phe. There *had 


aready been trouble between Bach and his 
son (Gottfried Bernhard. Then Friedemann. 
with his father’s influence, obtained a post 
in Muehlhausen as an organist, but he got 
seriously into debt, and was forced to give 
up the post. He ended his days in bitte: 
poverty. 

Philip Emanuel, too, might have caused 
much grief to his father had he known that 
after his death this son of his, who had an 
excellent position as a musician at the Court 
of Frederick the Great, never troubled about 
supporting his widow, who was dependent in 
her last years on charity. 

Old, half blind, Bach finally lost contro! 
of his family, and they seattered in various 
cirections. Most devoted to his senile father 
mt-law was Altnikol, who wrote down his 
musi almost to the very day of his death. 

But we will keep in mind the brilliant and 
vigorous Bach, the genius whose 
greater than words can express. 
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have a crushing answer to their opponents, 
I make them a present o it.” That is an 
astonishing statement for a Church of Ire- 
land clergyman to make. ! considered it 
advisable, I might say essential, that it 
should not be allowed to pass without con- 
tradiction. The teaching of the Bible gives 
no support whatsoever to modern Com. 
munism. 

[ have always enjoyed reading my friend 
Canon Fletcher's letters. They are so full 
of mformation, so lucid, fair, and to the 
point, that they cause me to envy his know- 
ledge and make: me ashamed of my own 
Ignorance. But when a person writes so 
much as he does, he cannot help, I suppose, 
writing occasionally a httle carelessly. 

By the way, I hope that no one will think 
me responsible for the “i” in ‘Pentecostal "' 
in my own letter. ‘ Printers hav. persecuted 
me without (or perhaps, with!) a cause.''—

CASE OF DUKE OF 
DEVONSHIRE

VM THOMAS W. MOLLOY presided 


last evening at a Committee meetin 

of the Irish Live Stock Exporters 
and Traders’ Association, at Prosperity 
Chambers, Upper O'Connell street, Dublin. 

The meeting was chiefly concerned with the 
question of the seizure and confiscation of 
Irish cattle landed at Fishguard, and a report 
in the County Echo, a Welsh newspaper, was 
quoted relating to a seizure of 48 cattle which 
Were consigned to thé Duke of Devonshire 
under a covering licence stating that they 
were all store cattle. On examination by the 
authorised officer under the Board of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, it was found that seven 
of the animals were not store cattle, but fat 
cattle, and as such they were not covered by 
licence. The seven cattle were seized by the 
Customs and were disposed of by their selling 
agent. The Duke of Devonshire was pro- 
ceeded against for contravening the Irish 
Cattle Import Regulations. The Duke de- 
fended the summons against him, and was 
given an opportunity of showing cause why 
the proceeds of the sale should not be re- 
tained by the Customs. After hearing at 
Petty Sessions in August last, the magistrates 
dismissed the action and gave the Duke 25 
guineas costs against the Customs. 

Mr. C. Crowley said that seizures of Irish 
cattle at Fishguard were continually taking 
place. The action of the Fishguard Customs 
authorities had been so biased against Ire- 
land that the exporters had to send their 
cattle through other ports. The Irish traders 
were receiving no protection from the Free 
State Minister for Agriculture, with whom 
they had lodged several complaints, He had 
22 out of 44 of his own cattle confiscated, 
but he could not afford to go to law about 
them in England. Cases of that kind were 
frequent, and their own Government should 
fight for their protection, It was a disgrace 
to their Minister for Agriculture that they 
should have learned of the legal proceedings 
at Fishguard only through a newspaper. 

Mr. J. P. Cuffe said that they had appealed 
to the Government to have a man appointed 
on the other side of the Channel to look after 
their interests but they had been told that 
nothing of the kind would be done as the 
law stood. 

After further discussion, it was decided to 
write to the Minister for Agriculture drawing 
his attention to the case as it appeared in 
the journal mentioned.

FULL TEXT OF THE 
AGREEMENT 
a ca 


BASED ON A RATIO OF 
ONE TO THREE 
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By Our Porrricat CORRESPONDENT, 


HE text of the notes exchanged between 
| the German and Free State represen- 

. tatives in connection with the recent 
trading agreement was laid on the table of 
the Olteachtas yesterday at Leinster House. 
The notes are in identical terms and cover 
the full provisions of the agreement. One 
is in English only, and is signed. by Mr. 
Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. The other is in German and English, 
‘and is signed by Dr. H. R. Hemmen, Chair- 
man of the German delegation. 

The following is the identical note signed 
on behalf of each country.” It is dated 
Dublin, 28th January, 1935 :— 

“I have the honour to refer to the dis- 
cussions which have taken place between 
representatives of the Government of Saorstat 
Eireann and representatives of the Govern- 
ment. of the German Reich on the subject of 
the commercial relations between our two 
countries. As a result of these discussions 
the two Governments have agreed on. the 
advisability of placing the future commercial! 
rélations between our two countries on a mare 
secure and equitable basis than heretofore; 
they have also agreed that this aim can best 
be achieved if both Governments establish 
immediately a better ratio in the exchange 
of goods hetween the two countries, and at 
the same time facilitate an increase in trade. 

“To achieve this purpose, the German 
Government are prepared to agree that the 
value of Saorstat Eireann goods to be im- 
ported into Germany shall be based of a ratio 
of one to three in relation to the value of 
German goods imported into Saorstat Eireann 
caleniated over equal periods and subject to 
the ability to deliver on the part of Saorstat 
Eireann. The German Government are also 
prepared to have due regard to Saorstat 
Eireann export interests in agricultural pro: 
dacts, and, in particular, to facilitate the 
importation into Germany of cattle, eggs, 
butter, wool, hides and skins and other pro- 
ducts of Saorstat Eireann, 

“The Government of Saorstat Eireann on 
their part agree that in placing orders for the 
Government they will have due regard to 
German export interests, and will use. their 
influence to that end with institutions estab- 
lished under statutory authority. 

“In the operation of any import restric- 
tions already in force, or to be imposed in 
future, the Government of Saorstat Eireann 
will, in allocating quotas or im issuing licences, 
have due regard to established German trade 
and German interests generally in the market 
of Saorstat Eireann. The German Goverp- 
ment will ensure that the necessary foreign 
exchange certificates shall be issued through 
their appropriate organisations’ for the im- 
portation of and payment for Saorstat Eireann 
pé already imported into Germany and 
Saorstat Eireann goods to be imported into 
Germatiy under the provisions of this Note. 
They will also ensure that foreign exchange 
certificates shall be so issued in respect of 
freights on goods exported from or imported 
into Germatiy in Saorstat Eireann ships. 

“It is recommended that the two Govern- 
ments shall agree upon the necessary adminis- 
trative arrangements to carry out these pro- 
posals. They shall also appoint representa- 
tives to deal with all questions which may 
arise in connection with the detailed working 
of the agreement. : 

“This Note and your Note of this date in 
the same sense on behalf of the Government 
of the German Reich will constitute an agree. 
ment | tween our two Governments. The 
agreement shall come into force on the Ist 
February, 1935, and shall continue in force 
until the Slst December, 1935. Thereafter 
it may continue in force from vear to year, 
provided that both Governments have agreed 
efore the Ist. December of each year on a 
ratio and import possibilities for Saorstat 
Eireann products into Germany for the en- 
suing year. Should the present agreement 
contmue after the 3ist December, 1935, it 
may be denounced by either party at the end 
of any quarter on giving three months’ notice. 
In any event this agreement will terminate 
when the Treaty of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion, dated 12th May, 1930, comes to an end.

CHAIRMAN’S REPLY TO 
CRITICS

N the course oí his remarks at the thirty- 
| fifth annual general meeting of the Insti- 
tute of Bankers in lreland, at which he 
wesided, in the Bank of Ireland yesterday, 
Bir Lingard Goulding, Bart., Governor, Bank 
of Ireland, referred to some criticisms that 
had been directed towards Irish banks, | 

Having first expressed his gratification 
that the membership of the Institute con- 
tinued to increase and that the total roll 
was the highest on record, he said: “I am 
sure you have all observed the hard things 
that are said about the Irish banks from 
time to time. According to some self- 
appointed critics the banks ae represented 
to be an alien and parasitical growth upon 
the body politic, ia it is alleged that we 
neither appreciate the needs of the country, 
nor are we in sympathy wit. the problems 
with which the agricultural and business 
community have to contend. 

“] have often wondered whether there 
are any businéss institutions or organisations 
in this country mor. Insh than the Irish 
banks. 1 think 1 am correct in saying that 
the vast majority of the shareholders are 
Irish. the directors are predominantly Irish, 
and the staff, of some 6,000 men and women, 
recruited from the homes of th» people, are 
a hundred per cent Irish: That being the 
case, 18 it likely there could be any truth in 
the allegation that fhe country’s interests 
are not our interests, and that we are lacking 
in understanding of and sympathy with those 
whose difficulties and requirements are no- 


where better known than in the Irish banks? | 


Unfair and violent criticism of the country's 
representative institutions can do nobody any 
good. I feel that what is wanted to-day is a 
little less vehemence and .a little more 
commonsense. (Applause. ) 

Mr. P. J. Stokes, manager of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Dublin, was elected a 
trustee of the Institute. : 

Mr. G. W. Hamill bas the adoption of 
the annual report, which state@ that in the 
Free State the year had been notable for 
continued efíorts to promote a programme of 
domestic industrial expansion. “ The value of 
external trade, however, continued to fall, and 
a period of difficulty had been experienced by 
the farming community. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The annual reports of the banks showed a 
satisfactory position, with earnings well matn- 
tained, and a marked increase in advances, 
though deposits had fallen. In Northern 
Ireland, while the soundest traditions of 
financial management were followed, some 
difficulty was é@Xpérienced in producing a 
surnizns of revenue over expenditure, owing 
to the policy of following as far as possible 
British practice in regard to social services, 
without exceeding the level of British taxa- 
tion. This had led to the transference to the 
local authorities of a larger share of the cost 
of education than hitherto. 

The report recorded, with regret, the deaths 
during the year of Uaptain G. L. Poé, a 
director of the Provimcial Bank; Mr. R. H. 
R. Stewart, a director of the Bank of Ireland, 
and Mr. 8. D. Budd, formerly chief officer in 
Ireland of the Provincial Bank. - It also 
mentioned not only the continued success of 
the educational work of the Institute, but 
also the increase in membership. The total 
membership was 3,096. ‘The examinatiohs 
continued to attract a large number of 
candidates, the number for the year being 
743, and the reports of the examiners were 
in the main satisfactory; but there was room 
for improvement in the answering of the 
majority of the candidates. 

Mr. Hamill said that it was satisfactory to 
see from the examination figures that the 
junior members appreciated the facilities 
offered by the Institute, and that they recog- 
nised the advantage of passing the examina- 
tion and obtaining the certificate. 

Mr. G. E. Robertson seconded the report, 
and it was adopted. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chair- 
man at the conclusion of the meeting.

TALK FRENCH 


A talk on André Marie Ampére, the French 
mathematician and physicist, was given by 
Monsieur Chanlet, French Vice-Consul, at a 
meeting of the Dublin French Society,. held 
in the Hotel Russell, yesterday afternoon. 

Born at Polemieux, near Lyons, in 1775, 
said the speaker, André Ampére’s first 
‘‘amusement’’ was connected with arithmetic. 
At the age of only ten years he was a fluent 
reader, and already had delved deeply into 
the mysteries of mathematics, while bis, at 
the age of eighteen, he himself said that he 
knew as much of the subject as he ever did. 

In April, 1796, Ampére met Julie Caron, 
whom he married in 1799. Their son later 
taught the history of French literature at the 
College de France, and in 1839 was appointed 
a member of the Academie des Jnscriptions et 
Belles Lettres. 

In December, 1801, Ampére became a 
teacher of physics and chemistry at the 
Central School of Bourg. and it was at that 
time that he wrote his (/onstderations sur la 
Theorie Mathematique du Jeu, Later, after 
the death of his wife, and after his second 
somewhat unhappy marriage, he was ap- 
pointed to the Polytechnic School, and in 
1808 became Inspector-General of the Univer- 
sity and teacher of analysis. The following 
year he wrote his really big work, dealing 
with the subject of electro-magnetism, and in 
1822 he had discovered the principles of the 
electric telegraph, and was aa the way 
to Arago and Faraday, who invented the 
magneto and the dynamo. Thence he pro- 
gressed along the path of greatness, and in 
1834 developed the scheme of a vast encyclo- 
pedia in which matters would be classified, 
not alphabetically, but rationally. In_ the 
year 1839 Ampére died in the infirmary of 
the Lveéé de Marseilles of a cerebral fever. 

Monsieur Bowrilly, from Trinity College, 
Dublin, presided at the meeting, and the 
Swiss Consul-Genera]l, Monsieur Benziger, 
was present.

At yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
Board of Assistance, Mr. P. 8. Doyle, ‘T.D. 
(chairman), presiding, a létter Was read from 
Mr. T.-K. Greene, the Board's Law Agent, 
stating that any basband who deserted his 
wife and children, leaving them to be releved 
out of the rates, was guilty of an offence, and 
criminal proceedings could. be instituted 
against him. if he had property he could be 
sued for the value of the relief given. 

When a man was unemployed, but had nat 
qualified for unemployment benefit, reliet 
was granted io him and his family by way 
of loan, on tne understanding that when he 
received his unemployment money he would 
repay it. The supervisors, however, had 
informed him that this never was dene save 
in rare cases. In a great many cases not 
alone did the man fail to repay the money 
that he had been lent by way of relief, but 
went to Englaud or some other country to 
seek employment, leaving their families to 
be maintained by the rates. 

He suggested that the moment a case was 
reported to the N.S.P.C.C. they should com- 
muticate with the supervisors, and if it was 
found that the husband was able to con- 
tribute to the support of his family, pro- 
ceedings should be taken by the Board; 
the Labour Exchange or Unemployment 
Bureau, before paying any benefit to unem- 
ployed inen, should communicate with the 
supervisors and ascertain if any moneys had 
heen loaned .< paid to the man or his wife 
and children during the period of unem- 
ployment. This would ensure that if relief 
had on given a refund would be made 
to the Board out of the unemployment money. 
An official of the Local Government Depart- 
ment had suggested that the Board might 
azrange a conference to be held in his office, 
at which the N.S.P.C.C. could be represented, 
and an official of the Labour Exchange and 
members of the Board present, so that the 
matter could be gone into fully, and see if 
the present state of affairs could not be 
remedied, 

The Board approved of the letter, and 
forwarded it to the Ministry of Local Govern- 
ment. 

The relief supervisors announced that last 
week 6,408 cases received relief 
penditure of £3,355 ós. ‘This was an in- 
crease of 32 cases and £5 over the preceding 
week, and a decrease of 2,648 cases and 
£2 326 3s. from the corresponding period 
of last year. The amount of free beef dia- 
tributed was 25,697Ibs.

SIX MONTHS IN JAIL 


- 


Before the Military Tribunal yesterday, 
Patrick Thomas McGuinness (34), an at- 
tendant in the National Gallery, Dublin, of 
14 Poole street, Pimlico, Dublin, was charged 
with unlawful «possession of a .45 Webley 
revolver, at his home, on January 29th last. 

He pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to 
six months in jail 

Mr. Kevin Haugh prosecuted (instructed 
by Mr. J. 8. O'Connor, for the Attorney- 
General), and Mr. J. Jd. O'Connor defended. 

Mr. Haugh said that Detective Inspector 
Weir and Detective OUOlfivers McKeown and 
O'Brien searched the prisoner's home, and 
found the revolver, loaded in all its six 
chambers, in a suitcase. Seven rounds of 
ammunition were also found in a sideboard, 
The prisoner took full responsibility. His 
explanation, given at the Bridewell, for the 
gun being loaded was that he ‘wished to 
avoid rust in the chambers.’’ ‘The prisoner 
also said that he had been a member of the 
Army Comrades’ Association when it began in 
1932, and organised it in Dublin, becoming 
the Dublin Divisional Leader, but resigned in 
1933, because of the change in the A.C.A.’s 
policy. 

Mr. O'Connor asked for leniency for the 
prisoner, who he said, had hitherto borne 
an excellent character. The revolver came 
to the prisoner in 1921 from a comrade, Cap- 
tain Brown, who was alterwards killed on 
service with the National Army; the prisoner 
kept the weapon only as a souvenir. 
McGuinness joined the A.C.A. when it was 
a mutual benefit association for ex-soldiers. 
and he became a member of the National 
Executive. When the organisation became 
political, he was not in any way concerned 
with the political activities, The prisoner 
was a married man, with four young children. 

The Tribunal, having sentenced. McGuin- 
ness, ordered the revolver to be confiscated

“The New Heathenism” 


_ Now that the Saar plebiscite is over the 
sharp between the German 
and the Roman Catholic 
Church is beginning to manifest itself 
once again. So long as there was the 
least doubt concerning the result of the 
voting in the Saar the Nazis deliberately 
refrained from anything that would be 
likely to aggravate religious feeling, in 
view of the fact that the great majority 
of the people in the plebiscite area were 
Catholics. January’s voting, however, 
proved fairly conclusively that in times 
of crisis the forces of nationality can be 
stronger than those of religion; and this 
development seems to have encourag< 1 the 
Nazis in their resolve to bring all the 
Churches in Germany under their heel. 
From the beginning, although Herr Hitler 
boasts of his “ positive Ch:istianity,’’ the 
Nazi creed has been rankly paran. Herr 
Alfred Rosenberg, who has constituted 
himself the apostle of the new outlook, 
more than once has poured scorn on 
orthodox Christianity, practised by 
Protestants and Catholics alike, and his

notorious work, Mythos, has been adopted 


almost as a Bible by some of the younger 


and more “ advanced ” leaders of the 
National Socialist Party. Even Dr. 
Goebbels, who stands very close to the 


‘“ Fuehrer,’’ recently gave lis blessing to 
the production in Frankfurt of a play 
entitled Wittehkind, which was an out- 
spoken appeal for paganism. Christianity, 
it seems, is too milk-and-watcry for the 
Nordic ‘‘ he-men.”’ They necd something 
more masculine, more in keeping with 
their Aryan traditions; and to that end 
they are trying to induce the German 
people to return to their pagan gods—the 
It 
is a fantastic idea, and probably the 
Nazis themselves, with the exception of a 
few wild men, hardly take it seriously. 
Nevertheless, the mere fact that it has 
been mooted is significant ; evidently the 


new Germany has no for the 


use 
Churches. 
Apart from this somewhat crude mani- 


festation of neo-paganism, there is a 


growing tension between the German 
Government and the Churches. Herr 
Hitler and his colleagues, in their 
development of the so-called ‘‘ totali- 


tarian’’ State, take the view that there 
must be only one Church, which must be 
under the control of the central Govern- 
ment. They are most anxious to keep the 
education of the children in State hands, 
and, of course, in this respect, they have 
challenged one of the strongest principles 
of the Roman Catholic Church. They also 
have made enemies of the Protestants. 
Their attempt to set Reichsbishop Miller 
over the whole evangelical communion has 
been resisted stoutly not only by the 
bishops, but also by the individual 
pastors, and Dr. Niemédller, the former 
U-boat Commander, of Dahlem, in Berlin, 
has led a vigorous campaign against the 
Government. On the Roman Catholic 
side, the Government has made a con- 
cordat with the Vatican; but, since the 
Saar plebiscite, this agreement has 
been violated several times. Cardinal 
Faulhaber, the Archbishop of Munich, 
and one of the more fearless men in 
Germany, has been filling the Church of 
St.. Michael in the Bavarian capital by 
his vehement sermons, in which he has 
been attacking the Nazi leaders. Although 


‘the Government disclaims responsibility, a 


semi-official campaign is on foot to get rid 
of both the Catholic and the Protestant 
schools in Bavaria; and the Cardinal is 
fighting against this plan with admirable 
courage. He has accused the Nazis of two 
definite breaches of the concordat—in the 
first place, because they banned a parents’

with enthusiasm by a huge congregation. 
A large crowd thronged the street outside 
St. Michael's, where loud cheers were 
raised not only for the Cardinal, but also 
for Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, who 
attended the Service, The Cardinal is 
fighting his battle on no narrow grounds 
of sectarianism. He is making his protests 
on behalf of all the Churches, and declared 
on Sunday that “ the split in Germany 
to-day* is not between Catholics and 
Protestants, as the Nazi reformers say, but 
between the new heathenism and both our 
Churches."’ Here is the real issue. The 
Cardinal realises that in all fundamentals 
Rome is at one with the lowest form of 
evangelicanism. Both base their creeds on 
the crucified Christ, and any power that 
attempts to attack that sublime concept is 
a common enemy. The religion that has 
withstood the storms of nearly two 
thousand .years is not likely to yield to 
the threats of any Government. Religion is 
rooted deeply in the German soul ; and it 
is not at all impossible that Herr Hitler's 
over-zealous lieutenants may succeed in 
uniting all the Christian Churches in the 
country against them. Cardinal Faulhaber 
has enunciated a great truth. Not only in 
Germany, but throughout the world to- 
day the “ new heathenism "’ is at work. It 
itself many ways; but its 
purpose always is the same—to wreck the 
structure of Christianity. It has had some 
success in Russia; it is exceedingly active 
in Spain; egen here in Ireland traces of 
its handiwork can be found. In these 
circumstances, is it not high time that 
the Christian peoples should realise that 
their doctrinal differences are of little 
moment? A united front is the only safe- 
guard against a force that is -gaining 
momentum every day. It does not 
differentiate between Protestant -and 
Catholic ; but in their unhappy dissensions 
it finds its greatest ally.

Airship or Aeroplane? 


Those who believe in the 
future as a means of transport will receive 
another setback as a result of the accident 
which has overtaken the Macon.

The Germans, who are by far the 
most successful builders of this type of 
aircraft, have shown that the airship is 
not necessarily a death-trap, even when 
filled with hydrogen, and the Graf 
Zeppelin has crossed the Atlantic ninety 
times in perfect safety. Still, the Macon’s 
loss is sure to have its effect, and even 
may lead to a postponement of the first 
regular aerial service across the Atlantic 
which was to have been inaugurated this 
year. A new Zeppelin is now being con- 
structed which is intended to carry fifty 


passengers, and can establish a Íort- 
nightly passenger service between the 
United ~States and Germany. The 


Americans, by building a similar airship. 
were to have co-operated in the scheme, 
but, perhaps, the loss of the Macon will 
make them hesitate to pursue it.

We think that the great shipping com- 
panies would be well advised to make the 
experiment of a call at Dublin, and they 
almost certainly would recover their addi- 
tional expenditure in increased custom. 
Furthermore, our ewn tourist traffic would 
derive considerable benefit; for few towns 
possess so lovely an approach from. the sea 
as Dublin possesses, and there could be no 
finer advertisement of the beauties of 
Ireland. Direct communication by sea 
between various Irish ports and the Con- 
tinent of Europe would do much to en- 
large our quota of foreign visitors. As 
the President of the Irish Tourist Asso- 
ciation reminded the Galway Harbour 
Board on Tiiesday, Ireland's attraction for 
British ‘holiday-makers is greater than 
ever. The industry, however, needs all 
the prosperity that it can get, and a sub- 
stantial leavening of foreign visitors would 
be very acceptable.

On the Committee stage of the Unemploy- 
ment Assistance (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 
in the House of Commons to-night, the 
Governtnent accepted in principle an amend- 
ment moved by Mr. J. J. Lawson (Labour), 
te confer on applicants for supplementary 
allowances an unrestricted right of appeal 

On the question that the clause stand part 
of the bill, Mr. Oliver Stanley (Minister of 
Labour), replying to criticisms by Mr. 
Ameruen Bevan (Labour), said that under the 
bill the amount which the applicant would be 
entitled to would be the amount of the trans- 
itional payment, but an instruction had been 
issued by the Board. to their officers to regard 
any cases where supplementation had seen 
paid by the local authority as a case in which 
special circumstances might exist which would 
justify the exercise of their discretion, 

Mr, Bevan was still unsatisfied, 
marked that the Minister 
merely a “cat's paw.”

HE Cabinet held its usual weekly 
meeting to-day, when it had to 


review what is acknowledged to be a very 
dificult situation. Criticism of its work 
grows stronger daily. Sir George Home. 
M.P. for Greenwich, addressing the Con 
servative Canvassing Corps here to-day, 
remarked that “ the Conservative Party is 
split from top to bottom.’’ There are com 
plaints also of a lack of drive and leader. 
ship generally. The Government is 
threatened with further trouble by the 
determination of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of the Empire Industries Associa 
tion, numbering some three hundred 
Conservative members, to demand’ highe: 
tariffs in face of the increasing imports of 
foreign manufactures. A memorial on 
this point has been addressed to th 
Prime Minister and Mr. Baldwin, urging 
that @ policy should be applied with mo 

vigour and without loss of time, in view ol 
the fáet that unemployment is still a most 
urgent problem. The memorial is to b 
resented by a deputation headed by Si: 
lenry Page-Croft. The Cabinet has bee: 
devoting considerable attention to th 
details: of Mr. Lloyd George’s “ New 
Deal ” ¢proposals, but has decided that 
there is’ no reason why the author should 
be invited to come into the Government 
This has put an end to negotiations which 
have caused serious disturbance in the 
political world for some time past. Ther 
is a feeling, however, that reconstructio: 
of the Government cannot be delayed much 
longer, since the strengthening of 
Cabinet im several directions appears to 
be absolutely necessary. It is felt that 
there will be a number of changes as soon 
as the India Bill is out of the way.

Germany and An Air Agreement 


Germany’s reply to the invitation of the 
British Government to join in discussions 
on an air agreement is expected to reach 
London to-morrow. It is thought that 
yermany’s ¢laim to equality of status in 
naval as well as in land and air arma 
ments will be’ advanced, as such a step 
would. give the German Government 
grounds for demanding to be represented 
at the International Naval Conference this 
summer. Germany also may refer to the 
strength of the Soviet Air Force. In 
Berlin recent threats made by M. Molotoff,

Commissars, have been taken somewhat 
seriously; more particularly as. the Soviet 
Air Force 1s growing by leaps.and bounds. 
It is also believed in Berlin that the Soviet 
Air Force enjoys very close relations with 
the French General Staff, and assurances 
may be asked for on this point. 


Japan's Foreign Policy 


Little has been heard recently of events 
in China and Japan, but it is rumoured 
that startling changes may be expected in 
the foreign policy of Japan before long 
In the negotiations now taking place at 
Nanking, the Japanese envoys are 
expected to reach a comprehensive agree- 
ment shortly with Marshal Chiang Ki Kai 
Chek and the representatives oí 
Nationalist Chinese Government. If this 
agreement is reached it would give Japan 
a position of political and economic 
dominance south of the Great Wall, 
leaving her free to come to some arrange- 
ment with Russia whereby she could 
devote all her attention to consolidating 
the State of Manchukuo within its 
present boundary. Japan is prepared to 
arrange for demilitarised zones on both 
sides of the Siberian-Manchukuo frontier, 
and to reduce Manchukuo garrisons to a 
minimum on receiving a guarantee that 
the Soviet land and air forces in Eastern 
Siberia are curtailed in a like manner. 


Silver Jubilee Celebrations 


The Corporation of the City of London 
intend to give a ball to the King and 
Queen at the Guildhall on May 22nd to 
celebrate the Silver Jubilee. It appears 
that there are no records in the archives 
of the city of a reigning sovereign and 


his consort attending in person a ball 
given in their honour. ‘Queen Victoria 


did not attend any of the receptions and 
balls given at the Guildhall to mark her 
two jubilees. Details of the proposed 
fete have not yet been arranged, but they 
are under consideration by a special com- 
mittee of the Court of Common Council. 
and it has been settled that dancing will 
take place in the Great Hall. It is un- 
likely that there will be State quadrilles, 
as at Buckingham Palace, because the 
King and Queen are not likely to remain 
at the Guildhal! for a long period, and 


during their stay dancing may be 
suspended. Over 1,000 guests are to be 
invited. 


Mufftpal Airports 


Four additions are to be made to the 
growing list of English municipalities 
which possess their own airports, these 
being Brighton, Leicester, Newcastle 
upon-Tyne and Birmingham. This- wi]! 
bring the total of municipal aerodromes 
in the British Isles ap to 25. The 
Brighton airport is at Shoreham a 
suburb of the town, and ig beine 
developed at a cost of £39,000. Its equip- 
ment includes hangars, workshops, 
beacons, and a terminal building with 
offices, control tower and restaurant. The 
Newcastle airport is on much the same 
lines, and will be used as an intePmediate 
port of call by the new London-Aberdeen 
air service, as well as by the Dutch air 
service from Amsterdam to Liverpool. 
The Birmingham municipal airport will 
be one of the largest and most important, 
as it 1s to replace the present Govern 
ment-owned aerodrome at Castle Brom- 
wich as a centre for commercial flying.

A substantial advance in exports is shown 
in the preliminary overseas trade figures for 
January, given in the “Board of Trade 
Journal.’’ Total exports at £35,481,000 were 
£3,872,000 up on January of last year, when 
the figure was £31,609.000. The total in 
December was £34,300,000. 

January exports were higher than any 
month in 1934, with the exception of October 
and November Last October's total— 
£36,748,000—was the highest for nearly four 
years. The jump in exports was due to 
articles wholly and mainly manufactured, 
which were £3,316,000 up on January last 
year at £27,507,000, and to raw materials, 
which increased by £776,000 to £4,694,000. 
Imports at £61,931,000 showed a decline on

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CRUISERS' TWO-HOUR 
SEARCH FOR CREW

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
NLY two of the 20 officers and 63 crew 


of the giant United States naval air 
ship Macon have lost their lives in its 
crash into the Pacific (reported in opr 
later editions yesterday). The remainder 
owe their remarkable escape to the dis 
cipline muintained, and the facts that 
rubber boats were carried and naval ships 
were in the neighbourhood. 

But the world’s biggest airship lies a 
mass of tangled wreckage, 250 fathoms 
deep in the sea off the coast of California, 
and all hope of salving any part of her 
has apparently been abandoned. 

The names of the missing men are 
Ernest Bailey, the wireless engineer, and 
Florentino Edquiba, a Filipino mess 
sergeant. One of them is reported to have 
been seen jumping out of the airship when 
she was stil] some 125 feet above the sea, 
while the other was still inside when the 
dirigible hit the water. 


RUBBER BOATS 


The commander of the airship, Lieu- 
fenant-Commander Herbert T. Wiley, and 
the remaining 80 officers and crew took to 
the rubber boats, and were safely picked 
up b> three cruisers, which, breaking from 
the column in which they were steaming, 
after a two-hour search located them with 
the aid of their search-lights and of the 
calcium flares which the survivors burned. 

Fortunately the sea was smooth, though 
there was a heavy swell, with rain and 
poor visibility. 

There were two injured men among the 
survivors, but their injuries are. not 
serious, The search for the two missing 
men in the seas around the place where 
the airship went down was continued by a 
eruiser division for some eleven hours, but 
in vain.

News of the rescue came as heaven-sent 
relief to the women whose husbands were 
aboard the airship. They received the 
news of the disaster with tight-lipped 
courage at Sunny Vale, California, the 
Macon’s base. 


THREE INVESTIGATIONS 


The airship was returning from 
manoeuvres with the fleet at the time of 
the disaster. 

The Naval High Command quickly 
assembled to confer on the disaster, and 
the Government is preparing to launch at 
least three investigations. There are 
already signs that the controversy on the 
relative merits of fighting airships and 
"planes will be renewed with additional 
vehemence. 

Mr. Vinson, Chairman of the House of 
Representatives’ Naval Commission, to- 
day predicted that the crash of the Macon, 
following that of the Akrofr, “ spelis“the 
death-knell ’’ of lighter-than-air craft as a 
fighting arm of the Navy. 

Piesident. Roosevelt, however, told 
Pressmen that lighter-than-air craft had 
a distinct part in the military service, and 
that the dirigible would not be finally 
abandoned. He praised the efficient way

INTERVIEW WITH 
COMMANDER 


“I ordered a stand-by fo: the abandon- 
ment of the ship at 1,000 feet u3,” said 
Lieut.-Commander Wiley, describing the 
experience of himself and his crew in an 
interview. 

‘ The stern of the vessel hit ‘ e water 
with a jar I ordered everyone to get 
out of the control car before it became 
submerged. Finally, I climbed out of the 
window and jumped into te water, where 
the rubber boats prepared by the crew 
were floating. 

“ We swam to them and clambere. in, 
and then remained close to the airship, 
as men were observed to be still on the 
top and in the nose. Crumbling in the 
swell, the ship sank, ster.. first. The men 
in the bow fired rockets, which attracted 
the cruisers to us.” 

When landed, the survivors were in 
the highest spirits, singing, “ Hail, Hail, 
the Gang’s all Here.’’ 

Mr. Miller, the chief engineer, declared 
that there was no excitement as the air- 
ship hit the water. All were at their 
posts doing their jobs.

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—Confidence is being restored in 
Mincing Lane, where brokers, shippers, 
and bankers have co-operated to repair the 
damage caused by the speculative raid ol 
the Pepper Pool. The whole episode has 
made a very unpleasant impression. The 
public realise that there is a great 
difference—however hard it may be to 
define that  difference—between,. the 
legitimate buying and selling of the 
produce broker and operations like those 
of the Pepper Pool. It is important to 
realise that the disturbances in the pepper 
and other produce markets have had un- 
fortunate effects outside those markets. 
They helped to fray people’s nerves and 
to weaken confidence. Rumours were se‘ 
going which; in an exaggerated form, were 
circulated very widely on the Continent. 
These rumours were linked with the 
stories of Cabinet dissensions and of an 
impending political crisis which had been 
invented and sedulously put about by 
opponents of the Government, with the 
result that the more timid foreign holders, 
ignorant of conditions in this country, 
began to sell British securities, thus start- 
ing the fall in gilt-edged stock which 
assumed such disconcerting proportions in 
the beginning of the week and gave con- 
fidence a further jar. 

Mr. Baldwin’s emphatic denial of the 
rumour that the Government contemplated 
an early appeal to the country checked 
the movement by helping to restore con- 
fidence, proceeds The Times. Yesterday 
the Stock Markets were very flat in the 
morning. The flurry, however, was clearly 
subsiding, and in the afternoon. there 
was a good recovery in gilt-edged securi- 
ties. This upward tendency will be en- 
couraged by the very satisfactory figures 
in the trade returns summary published 
to-day, which show a very welcome in- 
crease of exports. It is likely to continue 
for some time, since cheap money, the 
mainspring of the big advance, shows no 
sign of coming to an end. No one would 
pretend that the country is out of its 
troubles. There are many disquieting 
symptoms, of which the most serious is 
the recent increase in unemployment. 
This, however, need not be regarded as 
anvthing but a temporary set-back. The 
railways have had a bad week, but it 
would be rash to draw any conclusions 
from the figures for a single week, which 
may be susceptible of many explanations. 
In any case, there is plenty of evidence 
on the other side to show that recovery 
has not come to a halt. Besides the im- 
proved export figures, there are the in- 
creased profits of the Lig stores and of 
important industria! concerns. 

The interruption t3 the advance in 
securities has been caused, not by any 
deterioration in the situation, but by an 
attack ef nerves resulting from the spread 
of insidious political rumours coming on 
the ton of the troubles in the produce 
markets. The advance will be resumed 
now that confidence is being restored and 
nerves are becoming steadier.

of coal to an equivalent value. The 
arrangement did not include any remis- 
sion of the duties on either side, and it 
would be impossible to foretell exactly 
what conditions would obtain in this trade 
in future; but as far as they could see it 
would be unwise to count upon an increase 
of their cattle exports beyond the figures 
for this year, or even on the continuance 
of their exports at this year’s level. The 
efforts that had been made to produce 
more cattle in Britain, the continued im- 
provement in the methods of transport, 
and the preservation of cheap meat pro- 
duced in the Southern regions of the world 
were factors which should warn ‘their 
farmers against the undue production of 
cattle for the external market. 


THE TARIFFS 


Mr. Brennan—I do not want to ask any 
question that might embarrass. the 
Government, but I would like fo ask, in 
view of the fact that the British Exchequer 
will gain very considerably by the in- 
creased number of cattle going into Britain 
through the retention of the _ penal 
tariffs, is it not obviously a matter for 
further negotiation ? 

President de Valera—I think -that the 
deputy is right im that. 

Mr. MacDermot (U.I., Roscommon)— 
Are negotiations at present in progress? 

Presidert de Valera—I can say only 
that representations have been made on 
the lines indicated by the previous 
deputy’s questions. 

Mr. Mulcahy (U.1., Dublin, N.)—In 
view of the difficulties of the people en- 
gaged in the coal trade, can the President 
say definitely that the five shillings duty 
on coal coming into the country is going 
to continue?

WINTER DAIRYING 

On the question of winter dairying, the 
deputation urged that it would give much- 
needed employment on the farm through- 
out the year, and that it would be more 
practical to pay men for this work than to 
spend money by way of doles and unem- 
ployment benefit, and furthermore that 
owing to the supply of sugar-beet pulp in 
the four sugar factory areas and the 
increase in home-grown grain, the feed- 
ing of dairy cattle in the winter months 
would not be so expensive as formerly. 
Ii, was also pointed out that the supply 
of milk being seasonal, the position of 
creameries- was very difficult, as the milk 
supply in winter was so small, while the 
Management expenses remained mun- 
changed. 

Dr. Ryan stated that the most im- 
portant thing to do was to increase the 
price of milk during winter, and ‘to make 
it worth while for farmers to have 25 per 
cent. of their cows calving in winter. 

In reply to a question by Dr. Ryan, the 
deputation said that the price of milk in 
winter should be from sixpence to seven- 
pence per gallon, and the Minister 
promised to make a recommendation to 
bring this into effect. 

Dr. Ryan further stated that the grant 
of £50 previously withheld from the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society would 
be restored, and that the cut of ftve per 
cent. in the salaries of cow-testing super- 
visors would be restored this year.

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 


COMMERCE moved that the House approve 
of the Control of Imports (Quota No. 1) 
Order, 1934, made on the ólst of August last 
by the Executive Council. 

Mr. R. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin N.) said 
that the House could not adequately discuss 
this matter without going into Committee. 
He moved a resolution that this be done. 

The SPEAKER said that he was bound by 
Statute and could not accept Deputy 
Mulcahy’s resolution, 

The MINISTER, continuing, said that the 
Order prohibited the importation, except 
utider licence, of most classes of rubber pneu- 
matic tyres. The object was to secure the 
whole home market for the products of the 
new tyre fattory which was being erected in 
Cork. It was anticipated that the factory 
would he in production about the middle of 
March, but for about three months it would 
produce only for stock, and the tyres wouid 
not be available for sale until about June. 
During the whole of the intervening period 
imports would continue, without any undue 
restriction in respect of numbers; but when 
the new factory's products were available in 
quantity, the restriction would be imposed in 
respeci of whatever classes were so avaiiable. 

The development of the motor and bicycle 
assembling industry in this country had been 
such that the normal tyre imports in recent 
vears had proved inadequate, and additional 
quots ordere had to he made for increased 
imports of these classes of goods. The first 
aan second quota periods were for three 
months each, and in those periods 26,000 and 
30,000 respectively were imported Since 
then additional quota orders for 25,000 had 
been made. 


NEW INDUSTRY’S 
PROSPECTS 
Mr. MULCAHY complained that the 


House was being asked to discuss the ap- 
proving of an Order which the deputies had 
never seen. They wanted to know the general 
prospect for the tyre industry in this country 
also, and the conditions under which it 
started. Information upon this had_ been 
explicitly denied by the Minister. 

Commercial people had been driven by the 


result of this Order into a position in which 


they were afraid to open their mouths. lest 
their applications would not be dealt with in 
the way in which business people preferred 
their business to be dealt with. 


Mr. S. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked 
what measures were being taken by the 
‘Minister to prevent excessive stocks being 
stored up in the hands of existing 
iniporters 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.1., Roscommon) 
asked how many persons would be employed 
the Dunlop Factory in Cork, and also 


whether, there was a guarantee to maintain: 


the price of tyres here at the same level as 
in England. 


ADDITIONAL. EMPLOYMENT 


The MINISTER (Mr., Lemass), replying, 
said that the number of people employed 
would*vary from time to time. Production 
would commence with a certain class of tyre 
most conimon if use and sold in the largest 
quantities, and would be extended to other 
classes. of tyres in time, and other rubber 
goods would also be produced in the same 
jactory. He understood that the company 
contemplated employing from six to seven 
hundred people. As to price of tyres, the 
company had also informed the Government 
that it would not be more than fifteen per 
cent. an excess of the British price. for the 
same class of ivres, plus any excess duty 
that might be imposed by the Government. 
The prices. would vary according to fluctua- 
tions in the cost of production, raw materials, 
and so forth. 

Mr. MULCAHY~—There is to be an in. 
crease of fifteen per cent? 

The MINISTER—There will be a reduc- 
‘tion, because for the last ten’ years there 
has been a Customs duty of thirty-three and 


a third per cent. on these tyres; He did 
not know what the wtention of the Govern- 
ment Was in respect to revenue from tyres, 
hut Moat desired to maintaim the revenue 
there. would necessarily be an Excise duty 
to replace the. present Customs duty. The 
price of tyres would be no dearer than at the 
moment. Plans for the factory, he under- 


stood, were being pushed ahead. 


Mr. MULCAHY—And the Minister cannot 


even tell us the site. 
The MINISTER—The Deputy can get that 


information from the company. I understand 
that they have a site in Cork, have machinery 


. 


installed, and liave’ arranged to train workers 
and commence production im the middle of 


March, 


Mr. MacDERMOT said that surely it was 
reasonable tha‘ .a firm that had been treated 
so kindly should charge no more here for 
their products that they charged in England. 

The MINISTER said he was satisfied there 
were factors to justify the increase by at 
least fifteen per cent., because cost of pro- 
duction would be larger than in the bigger 
factories operating in England. He could not 
supply the information asked for by Deputy 


Muleahy as it was not available. 


The Government was fully. alive to the 
necessity of seeing that stotking up would 


not take place. 


When the motion was put from the Chair, 
Mr. Mulcahy called for a division, saying 
he did so as a protest against the whole 


business.

BICYCLE TYRES AND TUBES 


Mr. LEMASS moved that the House 
approve of the Control of Imports Order No. 
2, whieh related to the importation of bicycle 
tyres and ‘tubes, as distinct from motor tyres |

He said that. the Order was necessitated by 
ihe establishment of a tyre industry in Cork. 
The first quota period fixed Was three 
months, and the quota for that period was 
210,000. The second quota period was again : 
three months, and ended on March 31, for 
which period the figure was 150,000. That; 


. n an 


quota, however, was increased by an 
additional quota of 100,000, The necessity 
for the increase arose out of a defect in 
statistics. The import figures showed only 
tyres and tubes imported separately, and 
not as parts of complete machines. No 
complete machines were now being imported, 
the parts for, assembly here only beisg im- 
ported. | 

The Order had been made on the basis of 
allowing full requirements to be imported 
until such time as the new concern at Cork 
was able to fulfil them. It might be 
necessary at a later stage to repeal that 
Order and to substitute separate Orders for 
tyres and covers. - That, however, would 
depend upon the production programme of 
the Dunlop factory. 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin N.) said 


that the Minister for Industry and Commerce | 


had not given sufficient information to permit 
of a satisfactory discussion, although the 
Minister for Finance had given some 
figures that helped. The commercial 
community was hemg upset by the 
action of the Minister in disturbing 
their business by direct interference. 
That commercial community should have the 
the protection of the House against unneces- 
sary disturbance. The Minister had pro- 
mised that they were going to have tyres 
cheaper as a result of their being manufac- 
tured in Cork, but he had not told them the 


position in regard to bicycle tyres. Was 
there going to be any increase in their price? 
The House should also be informed whether 
steps were being taken to ensure that suit- 
able wages would be paid here, and to pre- 
vent aliens from being brought into the 
country unnecessarily, 


MINISTER'S REPLY 


Replying, the MINISTER for INDUSTRY 
and COMMERCE said it was obvious that the 
only feeling in the minds of the Opposition 
was one of intense disappointment that the 
Government had succeeded in establishing 
this industry. 

Mr. MULCAHY-—After the case von made 
we felt there must be some snag in it. 

Mr. LEMASS—I gather that, and the 
Opposition deputies for Cork who voted 
against the establishment of the industry 
there must have seen there was a snag. They 
voted for 500 to 600 workers continuing in 
idleness. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork)—Let us at 
least veer towards the truth. This is a quota, 
and nothing more—a_ piece of Ministerial 
machinery which may be defective. We did 
not vote against the establishment of the 
industry. We yoted against passing a resolu- 
tion which the Minister said would affect the 
setting up of an industry, when he told us 
that he did not know from the records of his 
Department what the industry involyed for 
this country, 

On a division the Order was approved by 
61 votes to 32. 


BOOTS AND .SHOES

ANOTHER NEW FACTORY 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Induatry and 
Commerce, moving a resolution to confirm 
the order regulating the imports of boots and 
shoes, said that with the establishment of 
an additional new factory in the new yea 
it was contemplated that at a very. early 
date there woull be a further and very 
considerable decrease in the imports of boots 
and shoes. The quota order for the first 
quarter of the present year represented a 
fifty per cent rediction on the correspond. 
ing period of the previous year. 

lr. MULCAHY f0U.I., North Dublin) 
said that the Minister contemplated a period 
when there would be no imports of boots 
and shoes, but did not attempt to give any 
indication of ths position of the industry 
at the moment or as to the numbers 
employed in the industry. Was the 
Minister’s difficulty, he asked, due to the 
fact that there were in these factories many 
er who had been on short time for so 
ong? The Minister had completely ignored 
the class of firm that was the prop of the 
Irish boot and shoe manufacturers when they 
started to develop the industry between 
1924 and 1931. Preterence under the import 
arders had been given to firms that had done 
nething to support the Lrish manufacturers. 

The MINISTER (Mr, Lemass) said that 
he had very little power to regulate pro- 
duction in any industry, except such powers 
as he had under the Control of Manu- 
factures Act. Boot factories existing before 
the revival -was ‘appreciated were, in the 
main, engaged in the production of the 
heavier type of boots and shoes of men’s 
wear. In the earlier years of the revival a 
number of factories went into production of 
the lighter types of footwear for men and 
women, and other factories concentrated on 
children’s shoes. Shortly there would be a 
factory established for the production of 
infants’ shoes. There was still a deficiency 
in the manufacture in the lighter class of 
women's. and men’s shoes, and- facliities to 
be given by the Department in futare would 
be available for such firms as proposed to 
engaged in thé all-round production of that 
class of footwear. 

There was nothing to prevent any firm 
from establishing in any part of the country 
for the production of any class of footwear, 
provided it did so without facilities from the 
Department. 

In answer to Mr. Minch (U.I., Kildare), he 
said that he could not state exactly what in- 
crease in employment had been given since 
last September. The total increase from 
April, 1952, in employment was roughly, 
doubled, and the number of concerns was 
doubled. 

Tho motion was carried by 64 votes to 36. 


CHILDREN’S FOOTWEAR 


The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 


COMMERCE moved a control of imports 
quota, No. 3 (Amendent) Order, which related

City), Mr. Lemass said that the previous 
Order had been made four months ago. A new 
factory had been established in the meantime, 

The motion was carried by 62 votes to 35. 


RUBBER BOOTS. 


Moving for approval upon a consequential 
Order, which was passed on a division, Mr. 
Lemass said it was clear that as a result 
of the. restriction of imports of boots and 
shoes of leather there would be a very large 
increase in imports of boots and shoes of 
rubber. This Order was, therefore, made to 
1egulate the latter-mentioned imports. 

“These rubbet boots and shoes are not 
being produced hefe,’’ continued Mr. Lemass, 
“nor is there any immediate prospect of their 


' ms “- 
being produced here. The quotas are accord- 


ingly so fixed as merely to prevent the imports 
from becoming so large as to interfere with 
home production of the leather boots and 
shoes,”’ 

Mr. MULCAHY said the Order had been 
amended to apply to infants’ footwear as 
well. Thig was hitting hard the poor people 
who had to give their children the cheaper 
classes of footwear,

FARM LABOURERS' WAGES 


The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) moved the 
approval of the Order regulating the imports 
of sugar exceeding 98 ines rolarisation. 
It had been estimated, he said, that the 
quantity of sugar required of the kinds pro- 
duced by the Irish Sugar Company, and 
subject to the quota order, in excess of the 
Sugar Company production was about 800 
tons a month. Quotas were fixed so as to 
permit of imports taking place during the 
periods when the Sugar Company was not 
producing and, to a limited extent, when it 
was producing. Most of the sugar was 
required for ás sugar, icing sugar and 
castor sugar, which classes were not yet made 
in this country, although they would be in 
due course. | 

Mr. MULCAHY referred to the position 
of the agricultural labourers in Wexford, 
where they asked that the Government 
should subsidise their wages of eight shillings 
a week plus food. This quota order was to 
encourage tillage, but all information was 
relused as to sugar requirements of the 
country. It had not increased tillage in the 
West, and it did not pay the farmers in the 
Midlands, and where it was presumed to 
benefit most the agricultural labourers were 
in the pitiable position disclosed in Wexford. 

Mr. MINCH (U.1., Leix-Offaly) said that 
the position of the farmers was that they 
were not being paid a living wage, and could 
not pay the labourer more than 10s. a week. 
Mr. COSGRAVE said that they were to 
increase the quotas in certain periods, and 
there would be imports of 600 tons a month. 
The total consumption of sugar was 80,000 
tons a year antl the Minister expected the 
factories to prodace 74,000 toris. 

The MINISTER—There will be a period of 
the year when there will be no Irish sugar 
available at all, 

Mr. COSGRAVE—And then the full q-ota 
of sugar required will have to be let in. 

He added that they had been given no idea 
by the Minister of what the ruling price was 
likely to be. If there were to be all increase 
in the price of beet it was obvious that the 
cost of sugar was going to increase, and 
while the quota order was in operation there 
would be no competition, At no time, except 
during the War, was the price of sugar higher 
than at the present moment, and there was nó 


orders vould be in existence. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the Government 
had sneceeded in establishing three additiona! 
sugar factones on terms much more favotr- 
able to the people than the Carlow factory 
had been. Dec pite the difficulties and the 
price, the acreage in the West of Ireland 
under bevt was as high as that in the first 
year of the Carlow factory’s existence. in 
due course the factory at Tuam would be as 
successful as those anywhere else. 

The motion was passed by 59 votes to 37. 


- RUBBER GARMENTS 


Mr. LEMASS, having moved that the Dail 
apnrove of the Control of Imports (Quota 6), 
said that it was consequential on Quota 7, 
which controlled the importation of rubber- 
proofed material. as it controlled the importa- 
tion of rubber garments.

District Court at Carlow to-day, before 

District Justice O'Shea, of the evidence 
in connection with the charges of alleged 
falsification of accounts and omissions of 
entries against three Carlow Urban t'ouúril 
officials— William A. Lawler, suspended ‘Town 
Clerk; Thomas Leech, Borough Rate Collec- 
tor (suspended), and James Doyle, Sub- 
Sanitary Officer (suspended). 

The evidence in connection with the charges 
against Lawler was taken first. 

Christopher Dowling, Local Government 
Department ‘Auditor, deposed that the 
financial statement book of receipts (pro- 
duced) showed from whom the moneys were 
received, the subject matter of the pay- 
ment, the total amount received, name 
of payer, date of payment and classifica- 
tion of the particulars. All moneys 
received should be entered in the book. 
Although the accused (Lawler) lodged cer- 
tain cheques to the credit of the Council, 
these were the subject matter of charges of 
false. entries, The accused (Lawler) re- 
ceived a cheque for £3 8s, Sd. from Messrs. 
Hamilton in August, 1932, and an amount 
for £3 8s. 5d. from the same firm, both in 
respect of water installation, and lodged by 
the acensed man. These Jodgments were 
classified in the financial statements book of 
receipts as receipts from markets and fairs, 
although they should have been lodged in 
the appropriate column, An amount of £6 
16s. 10d. from markets end fairs was re- 
ceived, but not entered in its appropriate 
column, 

Therefore, said witness, instead of £6 
16s. 10d. appearing ander two headings in 
the financial statement book of receipts, only 
one entry of £6 16s. 10d. was made. From 
this it would appear that the entry of £6

PASS BOOES

VAGUE AGREEMENT 


“I believe,” he said, “that every single 
head of cattle that is produced or that can 
be produced in this country would get a sale 
in England at a very much higher price than 
the price obtaining in Ireland today. The 
agreement that has been entered into is, as 
far as we are concerned, very indefinite and 
very vague, because we do not know the 
additional numbers of fat cattle and store 
cattle respectively that will be allowed into 
England, If the Minister for Agriculture 
does know. 1 should be much obliged, and the 
people of the country would be obliged, if he 
would give us Some idea.” 

Dre. RYAN the Minister for Agriculture, 
said that there would be an increase of 354 
per cent. in each case. 

Mr. FitaGERALD-KENNEY said that he 
advised the Government to walk fearlessly 
along the right path, now that they had 


abandoned the wrong one. Let them, by 
sensible and honourable negotiation, make an 
end to the foolish economic war. If thev 


gave the farmers back the unfettered right to 
sell their cattle to the very best advantage in 
England, Scotland or any market they chose, 
the Government would be doing far more 
than by subs'dising beet, wheat or any other 
item. The Government might then undo 
some of the evil they had wrought in making 
Irish agriculture a desert, with only a few 
subsidised oases.

HE Waterloo Cup still stands on the

There may have been a higher class of 
greyhound -contesting the issue in previous 
years, but no finer trials have been witnessed 
than those on The Withins yesterday. ‘They 
were brilliant te a degree, and tested the 
"oe agro to the full. There was not one 
uky trial. Hares came to hand so readily 
that it was found possible to run twice 
throngh the card in the space of just over 
four hours—a great achievement, 

The weather conditions could not have been 
more congenial, and the attendance must have 
been well above the average. There were the 
usual surprises, but the two strong favourites, 
Dee Rock and Tugela, ave standing, and they 
will now be difficult to back. 

Irish Conquest put up a good performance 
when he led and easily beat, Balearic, and he 
was also much faster than Jugged Hare, who 
had made short work of Bedraggled. 


A HARD COURSE 


Foregate Export ran very well, and is un- 
doubtedly a much improved puppy. He 
always had the measure of Golden Light, 
and was an easy winner when he fell in the 
ditch. Greek Steeple went up four lengths 
in front of Rustenburg, but the latter con- 
tested the course so well that there could 
have been very little between them when 
the hare soughed. Greek Steeple was very 
disappointing when he met Foregate Export.

HEAVY FINES AT NEWRY

Henry Collins, Queen street, was, at Newry 
to-day (Mr. H. J. McConville, D.L., J.P., 
presiding), charged with having knowingly 
harboured six cattle, which were alleged to 
have been smuggled, at Carrickoruffen, on 
January 10.

KILLED WHILE REPAIRING 
CABLES

An inquest was held yesterday in Jervis 
Street Hospital, Dublin, by the City Coroner, 
on the body of Michael Scanlon (35), of 
Ringsend Park, Dublin, who fell 28 feet from 
an elevated platform while repairing tram 
way overhead cables at Dollymount last Tues 
day morning. 

Thomas Ennis, 
was working with Scanlon when a cable 
sprang out ‘ like a catapult,’’ struck Scanlon 
in the chest, and threw him over the safety 
rail to the ground.

The Planets 


Mercury is an evening star in the early 
days of the month, setting more than an 
hour after the Sun. He is at his greatest 
elongation East of the Sun on the Ist. 

Venus, also an evening star, sets a few 
minutes before Mercury in the first few days, 
but rapidly overtakes him and becomes a 
conspicuous object in the West after sunset 
for the remainder of the month. The two 
planets are near one another in the W.S.W. 
sky on the 5th, and the brilliant light of 
Venus will be a help to find Mercury, which 
is nearly level with her a little to the right. 

Mars rises an hour before midnight on the 
1st. He is approaching Opposition, where he 
is due on April 6th. At the beginning of 
February he is a little below Ist magnitude, 
and about the same anrount above it at the 
end. His pofir snowcaps and a little of his 
surface detail will be already visible in a 
good telescope. He arrives at a stationary 
point on the 27th, and thereafter moves 
retrograde or Westwards. He will be just 
above the bright star Spica, in Virgo, for 
some days at the end of this month and the 
beginning of March. 

Yapiter rises at 2 a.m. on the Ist and at 
12.25 a.m. on “the 28th. He-+is in Libra, 
approaching the borders of Scorpio, and is 
now less favourably placed for observation 
than Saturn will be during the coming 
season, Jupiter, however, with his consider- 
ably livelier motion, will not remain long 
in these low Southern latitudes 

Saturn is in conjunction with the Sun on 
the 20th, and is not observable this month. 
An opportunity of seeing the minor planet 
Ceres ofiers on the 15th. The planet will 
he a little to the North of the bright star 
Castor, in Gemini, and near enough to the 
star to be seen together with it.in a low- 
powered telescopic field. The little planet 
will appear. lke a star of the 7th magnitnde. 
or slightly less. It will, of course, require a 
telescope to see it: but a small one will he 
sufficient. or even a pair of binoculars. A
